Dr. Mario: Miracle Cure is a puzzle 
game in which you eliminate viruses 
in a bottle using capsules. With the 
help of miracle cures (page 12), you 
can eliminate lots of viruses all at 
once and make dramatic recoveries 
even when all hope seems lost. 

This game's Local Match feature 
supports both Local Play and 
Download Play. This enables you to 
play matches with people who own 
systems in the Nintendo 3DS family 
regardless of whether they own the 
software (page 10).

The stages found 
here give you 
opportunities to 
experiment with the 
various miracle 
cures. 



Begin by choosing 
a stage from the 

Training, Basic, or Advanced area. 
Pink buttons represent Dr. Mario 
stages, green buttons represent Dr. 
Luigi stages, and blue buttons 
represent vs. stages that pit you 
against the CPU. In all stages, the 
goal is to clear all of the viruses out 
of your bottle. 


The Training area is a great place to 
practice the fundamentals, learn 
different techniques, and try out the 
miracle cures for the first time. The 
Basic area builds on these concepts 
with slightly harder stages, while the 
Advanced area offers greater 
challenges.

All game modes share the same 
basic rules and objective: as the 
capsules enter the bottle and fall, 
line them up with like-colored 


viruses in order to exterminate them. 
Once all viruses have been removed 
from the bottle, the current stage is 
cleared. 

♦ During an Endless game, viruses 
will keep appearing in the bottle 
until you get a game over. The 
goal is not to clear the bottle 
completely, but to see how long 
you can last. 


"^Eliminating Viruses 


Move and rotate the capsules as 
they fall so that they come to rest 
next to, on top of, or Just below 
viruses of the same color. When you 
vertically or horizontally align four or 
more pieces of the same color 
(capsule pieces and/or virus pieces), 
they will form a set and all 
disappear.

You can eliminate many viruses 
simultaneously by using techniques 
called chains and combos. During 
two-player battles, getting chains 
and combos will send capsule 
pieces into your opponent's bottle, 
cluttering up his or her playing field. 
♦ During Dr. Luigi two-player 
matches, pay special attention to 
which colors will be most difficult 
for your opponent to place.

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When sets of viruses and capsules 
disappear, any remaining capsule 
pieces will drop, potentially causing 
other like-colored capsules and 
viruses to line up, form sets, and 
disappear as well. Clearing sets one 
after the other like this is called a 
chain. 



I Combos 

Score combos by eliminating two or 
more sets at once. 






















♦ If miracle cures are enabled, 
eliminating viruses and capsules 
will make the miracle-cure meter 
fill up more quickly. 


Virus Buster Techniques 


After clearing a set in 
Virus Buster, you can 
move any falling 
capsule pieces that 
remain in the same 
way that you move 
whole capsules. If you drag a 
capsule or capsule piece very 
quickly during a Virus Buster game, 
you can slide it through viruses and 
other capsules. This technique 
makes it possible to fill in open 
spaces that otherwise seem 
unreachable. 

































When the miracle-cure meter is 
completely filled, the miracle cure 
indicated at its top will appear as the 
next drop into the bottle.
